As a result of the present timing the Faculty will 
have received its budget by June lst and the beginning of the fiscal year 
for the first time in many years.

Parker explained that as of 
last week some preliminary work had begun with the completion date scheduled 
for next year. He also explained that, as per Ministry of Cultural Affairs 
regulations, one percent of the area of the building has been designated for 
works of art and that the process for the selection of the artist is taking 


place.
